To  His  Worship  the  Mayor , the  Aldermen , and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Gillingham. 


Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  Act,  I have  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with 
my  Annual  Report  as  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  in  this  Borough, 
and  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  whereby  we  are  endeavouring  to  keep 
up  the  same  standard  of  excellence  as  in  previous  years,  which  after 
reading,  I feel  certain  you  will  say  has  been  done ; also,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  has  to  report  on  the  admistration  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act  in  this  district,  which  details  are  included  in  the  general 
summary. 
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It  is  a source  of  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Sanitary  Committee  and 
members  of  the  Town  Council,  and  also  the  members  of  the  staff,  as 
they  are  all  working  with  the  same  object,  viz.  : keeping  everything 
in  the  Borough  sanitary,  and  when  occasion  arises  making  all  the 
improvements  that  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  community  at  large,  and 
I have  to  thank  them  for  their  kindness  and  support. 


I will  start  by  giving  the  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough,  shewing 
the  census  for  various  years,  and  estimated  population  for  each  year.

The  number  of  inhabited 
houses  by  rate  book  was  9,920,  which,  allowing  for  five  per  house,  gives 
a population  of  49,600.  Last  year  the  estimated  population  was  fairly 
accurate,  as  the  figures  were  worked  out  for  the  Education  Committee, 
and  the  ratio  between  the  two  years  is  about  the  same  as  previous  years, 
and  coincides  with  the  birth  rate,  which  is  a little  guide  to  estimating 
population.

I will  now  shew  an  Analysis  of  Vital  Statistics  of  seventy-six  of  the 
largest  English  Towns  during  1905,  which,  I venture  to  think,  will  be 
interesting  to  the  Members  of  the  Corporation.  (See  Table  vii.) 


DIPHTHERIA. 


Of  this  disease  at  all  ages  fifty-one  cases  were  notified  to  me,  of 
these  ninteen  were  removed  to  the  Infections  Hospital  for  treatment,  of 
the  total  number  nine  cases  died.  Improved  sanitary  arrangements, 
careful  supervision,  exclusion  from  schools  of  children  with  any  suspicion 
of  sore  throat,  removal  of  domestic  animals  from  houses  close  up  to 
back  premises,  injection  of  Antitoxin,  and  parents  seeing  the  necessity 
of  early  Medical  attention  will,  I trust,  still  further  decrease  the  num- 
ber of  cases  of  this  at  times  very  fatal  complaint.  In  1903  seventy-eight 
cases  were  notified,  and  1904  eighty-nine  were  notified.  Careful  super- 
vision of  materials  used  for  making  mortar  in  building  houses  should 
also  have  a salutary  effect,  as  also  the  digging  out  sufficient  earth  in 
habitations  where  cellars  are  not  provided  is  necessary,  as  in  many  cases 
they  are  built  on  made  ground  where  filthy  rubbish  has  been  shot. 

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Twenty-three  cases  were  notified,  six  were  removed  to  Hospital. 
Of  total  number,  two  died  ; as  this  disease  is  so  often  spread  by  water 
being  contaminated,  and  milk  also  being  a carrier,  eating  of  shell-fish ; 
cases  have  also  been  traced  to  eating  ice-cream  sold  about  the  streets, 
water-creeses  may  be  an  agent  in  conveying  this  disease  if  water  in 
which  they  are  growing  receives  any  impurities,  also  all  linen  and  clothes 
soiled  by  evacuation  from  patents  should  be  thoroughly  disinfected  and 
washed ; it  is  thus  that  nurses  at  times  contract  the  disease  by  direct 
contact  with  soiled  bed-clothes.  Our  water  supply  is  of  the  purest,  and 
is  periodically  examined  by  order  of  the  Corporation,  and  also  by  the 
Directors  of  the  Water  Company,  who  are  anxious  that  no  contamina- 
tion should  take  place.  All  the  wells  are  now  closed  so  one  has  nothing 
to  fear  in  that  direction.  Our  milk  supply  is  carefully  watched,  and  the 
Veterinary  Surgeon  is  continually  visiting  dairies  and  cow  sheds.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector  is  continually  warning  inhabitants  in  reference  to 
eating  shell-fish,  and  enquiries  of  vendors  of  same  where  they  come 
from  ; at  the  same  time  supplies  disinfectants  and  gives  advice  to  those 
in  whose  houses  there  may  be  any  cases. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

During  the  year,  121  cases  were  notified,  thirty-four  were  conveyed 
to  Hospital  for  treatment,  but  there  were  but  two  deaths,  and  my  opinion 
is  that  a large  proportion  were  of  a mild  type.  Rashes  always  alarm 
parents,  and  they  quickly  call  in  Medical  aid,  so  that  very  often  by 
prompt  isolation  or  removal  to  Hospital  prevents  a large  number  of 
cases,  also  stops  complications  which  may  arise  from  exposure  by  insis- 
ting on  complete  isolation  until  peeling  has  taken  place,  and  also 
preventing  any  return  to  school  until  the  house  and  all  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.,  has  been  thoroughly  disinfected,  which  is  done  by  the  Local 
Authority. 
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WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  nine  deaths  recorded  as  against  thirteen  in  the  previous 
year.  I have  no  means  of  knowing  whether  many  cases  occured  as  it  is 
not  scheduled  on  the  notification  list. 

DIARRHGLA  (including  Enteritis). 

There  were  not  so  many  deaths  as  last  year,  there  were  fifty-nine) 
while  in  1904  seventy-eight  occured.  The  largest  proportion  of  these 
deaths  were  under  one  year,  and  were  in  the  months  of  August  and 
September,  when  this  disease  is  mostly  prevalent.  The  artificial  feeding 
of  infants  is  a very  important  factor,  as  one  so  oftens  finds  due  care  is 
not  taken  in  choosing  the  most  suitable  food,  and  there  is  also  the 
tendency  to  over  feed,  and  too  early  give  hard,  indigestible  material, 
which  in  warm,  dry  weather  easily  produces  irritation  in  the  bowels,  and 
then  Diarrhoea. 


MEASLES. 

From  this  disease  there  were  but  six  deaths  as  against  seventeen  in 
1904.  This  is  not  included  in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases. 

No  cases  of  Small-pox  occured  during  year. 

Twenty-five  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  of  which  one  died. 

From  the  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  there  were  twelve 
deaths  from  Pnemonia ; sixty-one  from  Bronchitis ; two  from  Pleurisy  ; 
making  a total  of  seventy-five,  while  last  year  the  deaths  from  these 
diseases  were  eighty-seven. 

From  Phthisis  or  Tuberculosis,  fifty-one  deaths  were  recorded. 
This  is  a highly  infectious  disease,  and  the  greatest  care  should  be 
taken  in  providing  separate  sleeping  accommodation,  as  much  fresh  air 
as  possible,  also  suitable  spittoons  should  be  provided ; no  catching  of 
breath  ; handkerchiefs,  feeding  vessels,  and  everything  used  by  patient 
should  be  washed  in  a thoroughly  reliable  disinfectant. 

Heart  disease  accounted  for  twenty-one  deaths ; last  year  thirty- 
two  cases  were  recorded  from  this  complaint.  There  were  seven  deaths 
from  accidents,  and  three  cases  of  suicide. 

From  Cancer  or  malignant  disease  thirty-four  deaths  occured,  as 
against  twenty-two  for  the  last  year.  This  disease  requires,  as  a rule, 
early  operative  interference,  and  when  it  is  thoroughly  diagnosed, 
should  not  be  neglected,  as  early  operation  so  often  means  years  of 
comfort  to  the  unfortunate  patient. 

The  Notification  Act,  which  was  adopted  when  it  was  first  intro- 
duced, and  has  been  a most  useful  method  for  knowing  early  of  any 
infectious  disease,  thereby  preventing  children  from  attending  school, 
by  which  so  often  these  diseases  are  spread,  they  being  complaints  of

childhood  ; and  also  giving  an  opportunity  to  give  instructions  and 
advice  to  parents  as  to  quarantine,  disinfection,  and  also  see  that 
premises  are  thoroughly  inspected,  and  defects,  if  any,  remedied  ; and 
again,  where  no  sufficient  accommodation  is  possible,  remove  the  cases 
to  hospital.

Of  these  infectious  cases  we  removed  to  our  Hospital  in  Canter- 
bury Street : nineteen  Diphtheria,  thirty-four  Scarlet  Fever,  and  six 
Enteric  cases. 

We  have  not  had  during  the  year  any  epidemic,  and  have  not, 
therefore,  had  to  interfere  with  the  closing  of  schools,  or  in  any  way 
prevent  the  easy  working  of  same.  Those  in  charge  of  the  schools  are 
very  vigilant,  and  loose  no  opportunity  of  gaining  the  advice  of  a 
medical  man  if  they  are  suspicious  as  to  the  health  of  those  who  are 
attending  school,  or  requiring  a clearance  certificate  from  houses  where 
infectious  cases  have  occured. 

I will  now  give  a summary  of  work  done  or  attended  to  by  the 
Sanitary  Officials  of  the  Corporation  during  the  year.

We  have  a staff  always  in  readiness  to  attend  to  the  class  of  cases 
mentioned  above,  which  is  a great  acquisition,  as  it  prevents  accumu- 
lation of  work,  and  early  abatement  of  nuisances,  and  they  carry  out 
their  work  in  a most  satisfactory  manner. 

We  have  now  but  a very  small  proportion  of  houses  not  connected 
to  the  main  sewer,  which  is  an  immense  improvement  on  the  old  cess- 
pool system.  Improvements  are  being  carried  out  at  our  Outfall  Works, 
and  the  Surveyor  and  myself  make  repeated  visits  to  see  that  everything 
is  done  to  keep  the  works  in  a thoroughly  perfect  condition,  and  to 
prevent  any  nuisance  arising  from  them,  as  the  strain  on  them  is  at 
times  great  from  the  large  amount  of  sewage  matter  carried  down. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse,  which  is  carried  on  by  the  Local 
Authority  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff, 
and  I consider  they  do  it  in  a most  creditable  manner,  considering  how 
the  district  has  grown  and  the  large  number  of  houses  which  have  been 
added  each  year,  also  the  distance  the  carts  have  to  travel,  viz.  : to  the 
Hard  by  the  river  side.  There  burning  takes  place,  and  it  is  worked  in 
with  lime,  and  is  making  a substantial  road  and  bank  surrounding  the 
marsh  and  Outfall  Works,  and  so  prevent  the  encroachment  of  the 
river.  At  the  same  time  the  refuse  from  the  new  Naval  Hospital  is 
removed  by  our  staff.  The  ash  carts  with  sliding  tops  are  an  improve- 
ment ; it  prevents  the  refuse  from  blowing  off  into  the  streets,  and  also 
the  offensive  odour  which  is  at  times  given  off  from  the  collection  of 
waste  matter.  The  fish  refuse  is  also  cleared  away  by  the  Corporation, 
which  prevents  an  accumulation  at  the  shops,  and  does  away  with  the 
numerous  complaints  which  I used  to  receive,  as  fish  offal  so  soon 
decomposes. 


Our  dairies  and  cowsheds  are  carefully  watched  by  the  Veterinary 
Surgeon  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Milk  shops  are  all  registered,  and 
visited  to  see  that  utensils  are  kept  clean,  and  also  the  general  condition 
of  premises  fit  and  suitable.  Slaughter  houses  are  all  registered, 
inspected,  lime-washed  at  stated  periods,  offal  removed,  and  drainage  of 
same  properly  carried  out  according  to  the  bye-laws  issued  by  the 
Corporation  ; fish  shops,  bakehouses,  piggeries,  also  visited  to  see  they 
are  properly  cleansed,  also  that  there  is  sufficient  air  space  for  animals 
which  are  kept ; also  a general  supervision  is  given  to  shops  where  food 
is  sold,  to  see  that  is  in  a fit  condition  to  be  consumed  by  man. 


The  Factories  and  Worshops’  Act,  which  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Local  Authority,  is  attended  to  by  the  Sanitary  staff,  and  especially 
refers  to  cleanliness,  proper  ventilation,  air  space,  floor  drainage, 
sanitary  conveniences  for  the  two  sexes,  also  in  reference  to  precautions 
against  fire.  The  under-ground  bakehouses,  four  in  number,  which 
were  used  as  such  before  the  passing  of  the  Act,  are  kept  in  good 
condition  and  up-to-date.  The  homes  of  out  workers,  a list  of  which 
we  keep,  are  visited,  and  the  necessity  of  informing  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  of  any  defects  is  impressed  on  them.  Appended  is  a report 
as  to  their  condition.  The  Act  also  includes  a large  number  of 
various  workshops  which  receive  attention,  and  a report  is  made  to  the 
Inspector  in  London  when  notices  are  required,  and  where  new  ones 
are  opened.

All  these  records  of  rainfall  are  taken  by  W.  Coles  Finch,  at  the 
Waterworks  situated  at  Luton,  Chatham,  from  where  we  derive  our 
most  excellent  water,  which  is  ample  in  quantity,  and  one  of  the  purest 
waters  that  is  found.  It  is  hard  in  quality,  but  that  is  only  what 
you  would  expect,  considering  its  source,  viz.  : chalk.  This  is  good 
for  our  rising  generation,  as  a large  amount  is  required  for  bone 
formation. 

In  speaking  of  an  inch  of  rain  it  means  that  it  is  equal  to 
22,000  gallons  per  acre,  and  14,500,000  per  square  mile;  and  provided 
it  all  percolates  into  the  earth,  every  inch  would  yield,  per  square 
mile,  40,000  gallons  per  day  for  one  year. 

The  geological  formation  is  one  which,  I have  no  doubt,  is  known 
to  a large  proportion  of  our  population,  and  consists  of  soil  composed 
of  part  loam  and  part  gravel,  with  a marked  subsoil  of  chalk,  and 
in  many  parts  of  the  district,  brick  earth. 

The  Infectious  Hospital,  situated  at  the  top  of  Canterbury  Street, 
also  the  Alexandra  Hospital  at  Wigmore,  which  is  kept  only  for  Small 
Pox  patients,  are  most  useful  Institutions,  and  continue  to  be  in  an 
efficient  state,  and  as  the  Corporation  have  now  acquired  the  buildings 
lately  used  for  Naval  cases,  we  have  much  increased  accommodation 
for  this  class  of  cases  as  it  gives  an  extra  sixteen  beds.  The  cases 
taken  to  this  Institution  are  from  houses  where  complete  isolation  is 
impossible ; also  does  not  prevent  the  patients  from  attending  to  their 


usual  duties,  and  allows  remaining  children  to  return  to  school  at  a 
much  earlier  period  after  home  and  clothes  have  been  thoroughly  disin- 
fected, this  is  done  with  “ Formaline  ” which  wre  have  found  to  act  most 
efficiently,  and  as  a special  feature  does  not  injure  any  articles  that  are 
left  in  infected  rooms.  Mrs.  White,  the  Matron,  who  has  been  there 
since  the  Hospital  was  opened  in  the  year  i88r,  carries  out  her  duties 
in  a highly  efficient  manner,  as  also  the  staff  under  her,  which  is  shown 
by  the  thanks  given  by  parents  of  the  children  entrusted  to  their  care. 

The  underground  urinal  for  both  sexes,  situated  in  Gardiner 
Street,  is  a great  addition  to  the  district,  and  I trust  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  the  Corporation  will  place  more  in  various  parts  of  the 
town. 

The  Midwife’s  Act,  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Borough 
Authorities,  as  the  powers  have  been  passed  on  to  them  by  the 
County  Council,  is  a measure  which  will  improve  the  status  of  nursing, 
give  the  vast  working  population  more  opportunity  of  receiving  system- 
atic and  trained  advice  and  help,  is  working  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
I find  the  Midwives  anxious  to  follow  any  instructions  given  them,  also 
keeping  their  case  books  written  up. 

The  Jubilee  Nurses  are  still  amongst  us,  working  most  assiduously, 
giving  great  satisfaction,  and  by  their  judicious  advice  and  skilled  nurs- 
ing saving  much  suffering,  and  all  who  have  received  attention  from 
them  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  their  good  work.
